REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the application in view of the above amendments 
and the following remarks are respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the above-identified application. 

The Examiner has stated that the claimed subject matter of the above- 
identified application is drawn to two distinct inventions and has required 
restriction to one of the following Groups of claims pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-7 and 8-14, are directed to species of configuration in Fig 

9, classified in class 375, subclass 296. 
n. Claims 15-17 and 18-20, are directed to species of configuration in 

Figures 10-1 1, classified in class 375, subclass 346. 

In response to the restriction and/or election requirement, applicants elect, 
without traverse, to prosecute the invention of Claims 1-7 and 8-14 of Group I. 
As such, Claims 15-17 and 18-20, of group 11 have been cancelled without 
prejudice. AppUcants expressly reserve the right to file a divisional application 
directed to the non-elected Claims 15-17 and 18-20 of Group H.
